After all expenses of handl­ 
ing were deducted the growers re­ 
ceived 29.32 cents, middling Jbasis, 
according to Mr. Tobias. 
Ho states 
that this compares quite favorably to 
the price of about 25 cents received 
on the streets of Bryan by fanners 
who sold in that manner. 
Ones Local Example. 
Just what he Association meant to 
some farm ers, Mr. Tobias says, can 
be seen from the returns of Ed Bo- 
riskie, a member, who lives on Route 
3, out of Bryan.

COLLEGE STATION, Sept. 29.— 
President W. B. Bizzell, of the A. 
and M. College of Texas, comments 
on the views of George B. Terrell, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, as fol­ 
lows: In a recent issue of the Dal­ 
las News George B. Terrell, Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture, submitted 
a State of his well-known views with 
reference to absorbing the various 
nprm ultural adm inistrative agencies 
of the State in the State D epartm ent 
of Agriculture. In this article Mr. 
Terrell states that I agree that the 
departm ent of Agriculture should do 
the agricultural adm inistrative work. 
If Mr. Terrell means by this state­ 
ments that I am in accord with his 
rlan of consolidation, he is m istak­ 
en. 
I do not believe that Mr. T er­ 
rell’s plans of consolidation is in ac­ 
cord with economy, efficiency, or 
the best interests of agriculture in 
this State. 
In fact, I am convinced 
that if the several agricultural ad­ 
m inistrative agencies were absorbed 
by the D epartm ent of A griculture, it 
would greatly increase the expense 
and decrease the efficiency of ad­ 
m inistering the several activities. 
I believe, however, it is possible 
to co-ordinate the several administra­ 
tive agencies of the State and bring 
about great efficiency and more sat­ 
isfactory results to those whom they 
are designed to serve.

Thought To Bo Advisable. 
The co-ordination of these activi­ 
ties is not the simple m atter implied 
by Mr. Terrell. 
Some of the police 
functions exercised under these ag­ 
ricultural adm inistrative laws are de­ 
pendent upon the most accurate re ­ 
search and very definite scientific 
conclusions. 
The interest of agricul­ 
tural endeavor in this State demands 
that very careful consideration be 
given to qo-ordinating appropriate 
research agencies for the execution 
of the police functions under these 
laws. 
For this reason I do not be­ 
lieve it advisable to direct by statute 
the transfer of these agencies. Tho 
welfare of our agricultural interests 
requires the creation of some adm in­ 
istration agency to establish proper 
co-ordination, and I am of the opin­ 
ion that it would not be well to un­ 
dertake to bring all of this about at 
one time or in a brief period of time. 
Ready To Give Information. 
I do not think this is tho time to 
discuss a legislative program involv­ 
ing the co-ordination of these activi­ 
ties, but should the Thrity-nlnth leg­ 
islature decided to consider such a 
program, I stand ready to supply 
such inform ation and render such as­ 
sistance as I can in this undertaking. 
The only interest that the governing 
authorities and adm inistrative offi­ 
cers of the Agricultural and Mechan­ 
ical College o f 
e.'v.:. ’ * e in form u­ 
lating an adm inistrative policy is the 
improvement of agricultural condi­ 
tion s in this State.
